L i v a d i a , N ov. 9 .—The first mass for 
the repose of the soul of Alexander 
III. w as celebrated yesterday morn­ 
ing in the Byzantine chapel, where the 
rem ains of the czar are lyin g in state. 
The mass w as attended by the officers 
of all the regim ents in this vicinity 
The ceremony was m ost impressive, all 
present holding lighted tapers. As the 
body of the czar lay in its coffin it 
w as noticed th at the late emperor’s 
face w as but little altered. 
It had 
placid expression and the form of the 
dead czar seemed as hurculean as ever. 
The broad blue ribbon of the Order o ' 
St. 
Andrew w as placed 
across his 
breast and over it his hands were 
folded. 
Beside the bier were tw o 
Cossacks of the Terek body guard 
tw o Dvorjony grenadiers, tw o cham 
berlains and tw o reflem en of the Six 
teenth corps. 
A t 2 o'clock yester­ 
day afternoon the second mass, at 
w hich the czar, czarina, Princess Alia 
of H esse and the princess of W ales and 
a ll the im perial and royal suits attend­ 
ing, w as celebrated at the same church. 
The streets of the tow n are very quiet 
and there are very few visitors here. 
The body of the late czar w as moved 
at 8 o’clock this m orning and escorted 
w ith great cerem ony on board the 
Russian cruiser Pam yat Merkoovia for 
transportation to Sebastopol.

Special returns on w heat—feeding to 
anim als indicate that 40,000,000 bush­ 
els have already been consumed and 
60.000.000 to 75,000,000 bushels are like­ 
ly to be fed from the present crop. The 
larger quantity im plies approxim ately 
110.000.000 bushels as the year’s ex­ 
portable total, including supplies from 
last year, half of which is already ex 
ported. 
Interior m illers are having 
difficulty in securing home supplies 
and are looking to the centers.

the corn m ovem ent, the w eather not 
favoring the drying 
process.

w eek’s packing of hogs am ounted to 
525.000, against 205,000 for the corre­ 
sponding w eek of last year.

American armor plants at Bethlehem 
and Homestead, according to the an­ 
nual report of Commodore Sampson, 
chief of naval ordnance, are the best 
equipped in the world, their develop­ 
m ents in the past year by the addi­ 
tion 
of 
powerful 
forging 
presses 
and “ H arveyizing” 
furnaces 
being 
of 
such 
character 
as 
to 
rep­ 
resent actual advances 
in the art, 
These establishm ent have now practi­ 
cally com pleted existin g armor con­ 
tracts, and should appropriations for 
additional armored vessels be deferred 
beyond the next session of congress 
these m agnificent plants, w hich cost 
$10,000,000, would be practically idle 
for more than a year, their organiza­ 
tions would be broken up, and the 
skilled labor, created at much expense 
of tim e and money, either lost or 
diverted. 
Under 
the 
circum­ 
stances 
Commodore 
Sampson 
be­ 
lieves 
that 
better 
terms 
can 
be 
obtained on new contracts at 
the 
present tim e than later. 
E xisting ves­ 
sels require 20,000 tons of armor, 12,000 
of which have already been accepted 
and delivered, and by September next 
year no governm ent work w ill remain 
unfinished. Commodore Sampson treats 
at considerable length the subject of 
armor developm ent in Europe and this 
country and concludes that the Ameri­ 
can “ Harveyized” product is unqualed 
elsew here 
in 
the 
world. 
N otw ith­ 
standing 
attem pted 
frauds, 
he 
is 
confident 
that 
ballistia 
tests pre­ 
vent 
any 
inferior 
plates 
be­ 
ing accepted 
by 
the government. 
The report calls for $500,000 to be ex­ 
pended in com m encing to provide arm­ 
am ent for the 
steam ers registered 
under the provisions of the subsidy 
acts, which m ake them available for 
use by the United States as transports 
or cruisers. 
In case such vessels as 
the N ew York, Paris and the new St. 
Louis should be called into service 
(which would be the most natural means 
of increasing our naval strength) it 
would require many m onths to pro­ 
vide batteries for them. 
No guns are 
now available for the purpose and none 
are authorized. 
It takes tim e to build 
modern rifles, and to be prepared for 
an em ergency, such guns should be 
commenced at once. 
It is estim ated 
that 6 six-inch, 159 five-inch, 158 four- 
inch and 377 secondary battery rapid 
fire rifles would be required to arm 
thirty-three of 
the 
m ost 
suitable 
steam ers on the A tlantic and eigh t on 
the Pacific coast.

Transit Occurs To-M orrow, B a t Is Visible 
Only w ith a Ten D iam eter Glass. 
As the m ajority of our friends the 
enemy are now engaged principally in 
“ star g izing,” it may be of interest to 
them to know th a t Mercury passes the 
sun to-morrow, becoming a morning 
star. 
Its course crosses the disk of 
the sun so th a t the interesting phe­ 
nomenon occurs of a transit of Mer­ 
cury. 
This transit is a very favorable 
one, especially so far as the path of 
the planet is concerned. 
The planet 
will enter the sun’s disk a little below 
the east point of the latter. 
Its near­ 
est approach to the sun’s center will 
be a little more than four and one- 
quarter minutes of arc or about one- 
eighth of the sun s angular diameter. 
The planet 
will leave 
the sun’s 
disk at a point a little more than h a! 
way from the north towards the west 
point of sun’s limb. 
The apparent 
diameter of Mercury will be five sec 
onds of arc or very nearly 
one two 
hundreth of the sun’s apparent diame 
ter. 
A telescope having a magnify 
ing power of ten cr more will be re 
quired in order to see readily the 
p’anet against the sun. 
The time oi! 
first contract will be 9 h,, 55 rn., 51 s 
a. rn , and of last contact 3 h., 13 
rn., 13 s., p. in. 
About I rn. and 45 s 
will be required for the planet to cross 
the sun’s edge. 
A transit of Mercury as a phenom­ 
ena is exactly similar to the famous 
transit of Venus, and in past years 
the former has been carefully observed 
largely in preparation for the latter. 
The interest of the present transit, 
however, lies chiefly in the observed 
position des red for Mercury and in 
the 
physical 
conditions 
iLdicated 
about the planet. 
The observations 
of the transits of Mercury for the last 
two centuries have been examined 
with reference to the question of the 
gradual diminution of the earth’s ro­ 
tation clue to the tidal friction and 
other influences, but they give no cer­ 
tain indication of such an offset. 
Venus also passes the sun November 
39, becoming an evening star. 
Mars 
is the bright, ruddy star in the east­ 
ern evening sky. 
Jupiter rises later, 
Saturn rises about two how s before 
the sun in the middle of the month. 
The principal fixed Btars visible dur­ 
ing the month are: To the west: Ve­ 
ga, Altair, the Northern Cross. 
To 
the east: The bright stars of Andro- 
medo, and later, 
Capella and Alce- 
baran.

STREET CAR COMPANY DON’T 
LIKE TO PAVE. 


An Ordinance Has Been Drawn Up 
Amending the Franchise Is that they 
W ill Not Have to Fix the Street 
Between 
the 
Rails—Points they 
Claim. 


An ordinance has been prepared to 
amend ihe street railw ay franchise to 
relieve the company from the expense 
of keeping the street in repair be­ 
tween its rails and from paving and 
grading, when such improvements are 
ordered. 
The franchise new requires 
the street railw ay company to keep 
the street between its rails in order, 
and when a street is paved, to pave 
not only between its rails but one 
foot on each side of the track. 
The 
amendment will relieve the company 
of the expense of this work, and it 
will revert either to the city or the 
property owners. 
It is claimed th a t when the ordi­ 
nance was adopted the railw ay com­ 
pany used mules for motive power, 
and th a t then it was reasonable th at 
the company be required to keep their 
road bed in order, in compensation 
for the right of way. 
The change of 
motive power 
from 
mules to the 
trolley system, alters this, in th a t the 
company have no use for the road bed 
except for their rails; they do not dis­ 
turb the street once their track is 
laid, and th at is too much of a bur­ 
den to be compelled to pave and keep 
the streets in repair when they do 
not use them. 
The ordinance will 
probably be introduced a t the next 
council meeting.

A DETECTIVE'S YAM . 


“ It is not very often,” said Detective 
Riley, “ that a detective is forced to as­ 
sume a disguise to get information, but 
sometimes it is absolutely necessary.

BALLOTS ILLEGAL. 


Michigan Supreme Court Renders an Im­ 
portant Decision. 
L a n s in g , Mich., Nov. 9.—The Su­ 
preme court yesterday filed an opinion 
in an election case, under which bal­ 
lots cast and counted in every election 
precinct in Michigan Tuesday are il­ 
legal clearly. 
The question was w hat1 
constitutes 
a 
distinguishing mark, 
which mark is prohibited by law, the 
court unanimously holds any mark 
whatever other than a single one ap­ 
propriate to designate the intention of 
the voter is a distinguishing mark. 
The results of this decision 
will 
be far reaching. 
The court holds 
that 
if 
two 
tickets 
on 
an 
official ballot are identical the mark­ 
ing of a cross over each is illegal; also 
thqt £0 rnajk a cross over any ticket 
and then before each name on such 
ticket, or placing a cross before the 
name of a candidate and then erasing 
the name of his opponent on another 
ticket 
is 
illegal. 
In 
substance 
the 
opinion holds 
that a 
single 
mark is a vote and is sufficient to in­ 
dicate the voter's intention, and that a 
second mark might be agreed upon as 
a means of identification. 
It has been 
the practice of election inspectors to 
count all such doubly marked ballots, 
so that under this decision any of the 
elections held under the Australian 
voting system, it is believed, may be 
contested
